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Preliminary  ObfervationSo 


CANDID  and  liberal  23 1  have  experienced  the  put>- 
lie,  and  fortunate  as  my  luccefs  has  been,  in  ad' 
tninlftering  the  Vegetable  Syrup  »f  De  Vdnos,  there  arc 
difficulties  in  my  way,  of  which  I  daily  feel  the  incon- 
venience: and  I  aft  againft  prcpoflefiions,  which  integrity 
and  merit  may  not  remove.

It  is  ufed  in  fuch  a  variety  of  cafes,  as  to  incur  imputa- 
tions juftly  afSxed  to  univerfal  remedies, 

i  am  willing  to  meet  thcfe  difficulties,  or  any  others, 
that  can  be  fairly  adduced.  And  if  I  do  not  remove  them, 
I  muft  fufFer  in  the  opinion  of  the  intelligent  reader ;  whole 
opinion  alone  I  value. 

The  reafon  of  Mr.  De  Velnos  for  prcfciving  the  Recipe 
a  fecret  was— that  of  private  advantage;  corrobaraced  by 
the  audacious  pietenfions  of  his  perfidious  agents;  who 
imitated  the  preparation,  and  took  out  patents  for  thole 
imitations. 

It  is  known  to  perfons  of  the  firft  credit  and  character 
-n  this  country,  that  after  obtaining  full  fatisfadlion  on 
the  efficacy  and  exclutive  pofleffion  of  the  recipe  in  Frith- 
ftreet,  I  purchafed  it  for  Four  Thoufand  Pounds.  To  lc~ 
cure  my  own  property,  I  was  under  the  difagrceable  ne- 
ceffity  of  expofing  the  fraudulent  prctenfions  of  Burrows, 
Hgdfon,  Bajiis,  and  MouldfJale  j  who  vended  pernicious 
B  %  prcparaticn* 
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preparations  under  fimilar  names:  and  I  take  every  oc- 
csfion  to  warn  the  public,  that  the  genuine  Syrup  of  De 
Velnos  can  be  prepared  only  by  me. 

It  may  bs  lamented,  a  medicine  of  fuch  reputed  efficacy 
fhould  remain  a  fecret.  And  I  have  received  a  meiiagc 
by  the  Solicitor  of  the  Royal  College  of  Phjficians,  fig. 
iiifying  their  defire,  from  the  general  account  of  its  eficds, 
it  might  be  examijied  for  infertion  in  the  Pliarmacopceia. 
The  College  confounded  the  genuine,  with  the  fpurious 
fpecification  of  Burrows  to  obtain  a  patent.  "On  my 
ijxplaining  the  error  to  the  Solicitor,  they  did  not  infert  the 
ipurious  fpecification  from  the  Patent  Office;  and  they 
could  not  apply  to  me  for  a  recipe  which  has  ever  remained 
a  fecret.  The  mode  to  lay  it  open  would  be  by  an  apnli- 
cation  to  Parliament,  which  J  have  no  reafon  for  making, 
befides  the  public  fatisfadion :  and  Parliamentary  finan- 
ces are  too  deeply  engaged  fur  political  meafures,  to  allow 
any  provifions  for  the  public  health. 

The  Vegetable  Syrup  muft  therefore  remain  under  the 
dlfadvantageof  fccrecy  :  balanced  by  that  confidence  which 
is  daily  increafing  by  it3  effedls;  and,  I  hope,  not  injured 
by  the  pretenfions  of  its  proprietor,  to  honour  and  integrity. 

But  many  of  the  mod  powerful  medicines,  in  ordinary 
practice,  are  in  eft'ed,  Jccrcts,  Though  the  general  in- 
gredients of  Dr.  James's  Powder  are  known,  the  mode  of 
preparation  is  a  fecret.  The  Bark,  Caftor  Oil,  and  all  the 
ilrong  and  cffeiSivc  chemical  medicines,  are  known  to  be 
lb  adulterated  and  imitated  as  to  be  in  effecl  noftrums  : 
but  their  general  tendency  is  underftood  j  and  they  arc 
prefcribed. 

Indeed,  if  a  phyfician  were  to  prefcribe  only  thofe  me- 
dicines whofc  ingredients  he  was  acquainted  with,  he 
uould  nearly  annihilate  liis  pradlire.  And  yet  this  is  the 
pi-etcnded  objeflion  of  fome  phyficians  to  prefcribing 
Velnos'  Vegetable  Syruo.  They  fay,  ««  We  know  no- 
.    ,  "  thing 
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*'  thing  of  its  component  principles,  and  therefore  cannot 
anfwer  for  its  cftefts!"  Wliat  do  tliey  know  of  th.^ 
Component  principles  of  Mercury,  Antimony,  Opium,  ami 
Hsmlocli  ? — ^Juft  as  much  as  they  do  of  the  Vegetable 
Syrup;  for  chemiftry  will  furnifh  them  with  equal  infor- 
rnation  on  all  ihefc  fubje£ls.  But  phyficians  never  recom- 
mend medicines  from  a  knowledge  of  component  princi- 
ples; they  are  determined  merely  by  cffedls.  And  apliy- 
fician  who  would  confcfs  himfelf  ignorant  of  the  effects 
of  Velnos'  Vegetable  Syrup,  would  be  convicted  of  a  fpe- 
cies  of  ignorance  which  ihoul  J  difqualify  him  from  practice-

Hardly  a  week  has  elapfed  in  this  fcafon  without  my  hav- 
ing a  patient  from  Dr.  Warren  or  Mr.  Joiin  Hunter.  Will 
it  be  imagined,  that  the  general  nature  of  the  Vegetable 
%rap  is  not  underftood  by  its  efte£ls  ?  Or,  if  its  being  a 
fecrct  medicine  neceflarily  implied  difhonour  in  its  prepa- 
ration, would  a  man  of  Dr.  Warren's  judgment  and  me- 
dical {kill,  as  I  am  informed  he  docs,  give  it  to  his  own 
children ;  recommend  it,  as  1  know  he  does,  to  delicate 
female  patients  of  the  higheft  ranks;  and  c.infign  to  me 
difeafed  fiibjeds,  w'.iere  the  flighteft  metallic  impofitions 
Would  be  fatal  ?  1  could  put  limilar  queftions  on  tlie  credit 
of  the  following  phyficians,  who  have  fent  patients  to  mc: 
not  in  conditions  of  defperation,  or  on  forlorn  hopes; 
hut  with  candid  opinions  of  its  innocence  and  efficacy, 
and  wi.h  dircaions  and  informatioa  which  did  them  J:o- 
nour  as  pra£titioners  and  men.

f  reparation  of  paltry  or  adulterated  drugs,  Ihould  be  ranked 
with  rat-catchers. 

It  is  by  the  whilpers  of  fuch  reptiles,  in  credulous  and 
Ignorant  families,  the  moll  improbable  of  all  opinions  is 
in  any  degree  fuftained,  that  the  power  and  efficacy  of  the 
medicine  are  owing  to  mercury. 

It  is  known  at  this  time,  to  fome  thoufands  in  London^ 
that  the  ingredients  of  the  medicine  are  very  numerous; 
and  from  a  view  of  my  laboratory,  it  is  feen  tljc  procefs  is 
tedious  and  laborious,  I  have  made  many  improvements 
in  that  procefs,  from  a  knowledge  of  chcmiftry,  which 
my  predeceffors  did  not  poflcfs ;  and  the  c&'c€t  is  acknow- 
ledged in  the  fuperior  efficacy  and  elegance  of  the  medicine. 
To  what  purpofe  would  be  fuch  trouble,  if  a  vehicle  oaly 
Were  to  be  prepared  for  mercury  ?  And  why  fliould  mercury, 
in  my  hands,  cure  difcafes,  which  it  will  nat  effect  ii. 
thofe  of  others?  Dr.  Warren  and  Mr.  John  Hunter,  or 
any  of  tlic  phjficians  I  have  named,  underftand  the  ope- 
rations of  mercury  in  all  its  applications.  They  know, 
that  a  random  and  indifcreeC  ufc  uf  it  is  fatai.  And 
Would  they  confign  their  moft  opulont  and  beft  patients  to 
that  danger,  in  the  ufc  of  Velnos'  Vegetable  Syrup,  if 
they  fuppofed  it  contained  mercury  ? 

But  every  chemift  muft,  or  may  know,  it  docs  not.  Dr. 
Watfon,  bifhopof  Landaff,  and  Dr.  Hinchliffe,  bifbop  of 
Peterborough,  Dr.  Ainflie,  the  late  profeffor  of  chemiftry  at 
Cambridge,  Dr.  Spencer  Madan,  prebendary  of  Peterbo- 
rough, have  recommended  the  medicine  with  a  warmth 
^vhich  has  given  offence  to  interefted  praftitioners ;  and  I 
"light  not  have  taken  the  liberty  of  mentioning  tbem,  if 
the  pen  of  latire  had  not  pointed  them  out  in  publications 
of  very  extenfive  circulation.  It  is  my  duty  to  attempt 
doing  juftice  to  the  motives  of  their  recommendation.  A 
gentleman  of  high  charaftcr  and  learning,  in  thcUniver- 
fjJy  of  Cambridge,  had  fcorbutic  ulcers  which,  in  the  com- 
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mon  treatment  by  mercury,  brought  on  heflic  an-ii  con- 
fumptive  fymptoms  of  the  moft  fatal  kind.  The  Faculty 
having  taken  leave,  and  riic  lafl  ceremonies  of  religion  be- 
ing in  view — the  Bifhop  of  LandafF,  wifhlng  to  catch  at 
any  hope  of  faving  his  friend,  did  me  the  honour  of  wri- 
ting to  me;  and,  on  my  opinion,  the  Syrup  was  adminif- 
tercd ;  refcued  the  patient,  and  rcftored  him  to  full  health. 
From  that  moment,  his  Lordllaip  became  the  decided  and 
warm  friend  of  the  medicine:  and  I  take  this  public  op- 
portunity of  bearing  my  grateful  teftimony  to  the  uncom- 
mon patience  and  humanity  with  which  he  has  received 
and  anfwered  the  numerous  applications  and  letters  fent  to 
him  on  the  fubje£l  of  it.  I  need  not  inform  the  reader, 
that  his  Lordlhip  is  a  chemift;  and  that  it  is  not  very 
pra£licable  to  pafs  a  mercurial  impofture,  for  a  vegetable 
preparation,  on  his  numerous  and  valuable  friends. 

On  his  expreffing  his  furprife  at  its  efficacy,  and  inti- 
tnating,  that  his  friends  had  doubts  which  he  had  not,  I 
ofiered  to  fhcw  his  Lordfliip  the  recipe :  and  my  confidence 
in  his  honour  may  be  judged,  when  I  folemnly  declare,  I 
Ihould  not  think  myfelf  indemnified  for  publirhing  it,  by  a 
lefs  fum  than  twenty  thoufand  pounds.  He  waved  his 
hand  jocofely, — No,  no;  1  have  no  doubts  on  the  fub- 
"  jedl ;  and  I  will  not  accept  your  confidence,  left  I  Aould 
*'  be  tempted  to  quit  my  biflioprick,  and  adminifter  the 
*'  medicine." 

The  folicitude  to  extend  its  benefits  to  the  afflldled — by 
the  Bi/hop  of  Peterborough,  by  Mrs.  Hinchliffc,  by  Dr. 
Spencer  Madan,  &c.  &c.  may  fuvnifh  medical  venom  for 
the  fhafts  of  fatire;  but  the  fuccefs  of  their  humane  in- 
tcrpufitions,  and  the  motives  impelling  them,  leave  that 
within  the  bofom  which  fatite  cannot  reach  :  and  I  will 
not  difcredit  it  by  my  feeble  defcription  or  praife. 

Dr.  Ainflie  not  only  recommended  it  to  his  friends,  but 
in  public  leftures  at  Cambridge,  beftowed  on  it  the  hii^hell 
praife  as  efficacious  and  vegetable. 
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Thefe  teftimonies  may  be  fufficient  to  remove  the  eftefts 
of  interefted  malignity,  on  ignorant  and  credulous  minds. 
But  I  will  add,  that  one  of  the  firil  Commoners  in  Great- 
Britain,  in  point  of  property  and  talents,  I  mean  William 
Pukcney,  efq;  has  paid  particular  attention  to  the  Vege- 
table Syrup 5  and,  by  his  defire,  Dr.  Blaclc  of  Edinburgh 
did  me  the  honour  of  calling  on  me,  and  aiked  feveral 
queflions,  which  I  Jupprifed  to  be  previous  to  an  analizatioa 
of  the  medicine;  as  he  took  a  quantity  with  him,  I  alfo 
liippole  that  he  was  fatisfied,  as  I  have  fmce  had  a  civil 
meflage  from  him :  and  the  reader  will  perceive,  by  the 
following  cafes,  Mr.  Pulteney  omits  no  opportunity  of  re- 
commending the  medicine. 

It  is  not  ncccffary  to  inform  the  learned  reader,  that 
fiiice  the  death  of  Bergman,  Dr.  Black  (rands  foremoft 
On  the  llll  of  philofophic  chemifts;  and  that  the  firft  dif-  ' 
covcrics  in  air  were  made  in  Britain  by  Dr.  Black ;  which 
have  fince  been  expanded  with  fo  much  eclat  by  Dr. 
Prieftlcy,  Mr.  Cavendifli,  Monfieur  La-.oifire,  &c.  &c. 

But  I  will  relate  a  prefumptive  proof,  which  will  carry 
tlic  force  of  dcmonftration. 

Some  of  the  cures  related  in  the  following  pamphlet, 
Were  performed  on  perfons  whofe  literary  accomplifhments, 
though  of  the  very  firft  order,  conftitute  only  their  fecon- 
dary  claims  to  the  admiration  and  attachment  cf  their 
friends:  and  that  1  have  been  the  inftrument  of  faving 
them,  is  among  the  firft  fatisfadlions  of  my  life. 

Relief  in  the  utmoft  e:;tremitics  oc;;  Honed  by  mer- 
cury, and  adminiflered  by  a  vegetable  pf„-p4ration,  dire<3eci 
their  attention  to  the  general  practice  of  phyfick;  vvhich 
they  perceived  to  avoid  the  ufe  of  vegetables. 

A  focicty  was  therefore  formed,  who  propofed,  as  a  ge- 
neral objcdt,  to  fubftitute  vegetable  for  metallic  remedies, 
m  all  the  procefles  where  mercury,  ftecl,  lead,  &rc.  are 
»ifed, — and  the  firft  trials  were  made  oa  Velnos'  Vege- 
table Syrup.  B  5

Cafes  were  feleCled  of  the  moft  defperatc  kind,  In  the 
various  afflidtiuns  where  mertury  and  the  Vegetable  Syrup 
have  been  long  in  competition ;  and  the  medicine  was  or- 
dered for  the  patients  by  one  of  the  Society^ 

I  fhould  obferve,  that  Dr.  Dale  was  invited  into  the 
Society,  not  only  to  direct  the  procefles,  but  to  alTift  in 
detefting  any  poflible  deception  in  the  preparation  or  ad- 
miniflration  of  the  medicine.  The  Doctor,  having  feen 
and  heard  of  the  effeds  of  the  Vegetable  Syrup,  made  no 
fcruple  in  giving  his  opinion  that  it  contained  mercury; 
but  with  the  liberality  of  a  great  and  honeft  mind,  he  now 
makes  no  fcruple  to  declare  he  was  wholly  mirtaken.  The 
eflfeds  of  their  experiments  may  be  feen  in  the  cafes,  pub- 
li{hed  on  their  authority.  And  they  will  have  the  more 
weight,  when  it  is  conGdcrcd,  they  were  undei taken  on 
this  condition, — That  the  Society  wa;  at  liberty  to  take  any 
mode  of  trying  the  nature,  as  well  as  the  efhcacy,  of  the 
Vegetable  Syrup;  and  that  if  the,y  found  proofs  from 
analyfis,  reaxms  to  thick,  or  grounds  of  fufpicion,  that 
mercury  or  antimony  weie  blended  with  the  Syrup  by  me, 
on  any  cccajjons,  they  v/ould  annex  tliefe  proofs,  rcafDns, 
m  grounds  of  fufpicion  to  the  public  cafes» 
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Th;  afliduous  and  Ingenious  humanity  with  which  Dr, 
Dale  ccnduifted  thefc  experiments,  greatly  engaged  tiie  at- 
tention of  the  fociety;  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  his  found 
learning,  fterling  merit,  and  confcientious  practice,  will 
attraii  from  the  publick  the  illaftrious  notice  they  defervc. 

To  terminate  all  real  grounds  of  fufpicion  on  this  fub- 
jeft,  i  will  inftruft  any  gentleman,  or  any  fiirgeon  or  apo- 
thecary, acquainted  with  the  elements  cf  chemiftry,  in  a 
certain  and  almofl  inftantaneous  mods  of  difcovcriiig  tlic 
jmaU'-fi  quantity  of  metallic  preparations  intermixed  with 
a  vegetable  fyrup.  I  have  been  obliged  to  give  particular 
attention  to  fuch  a  mode,  as  the  imitations  and  adultera- 
tions of  my  medicine,  by  adventurers,  agents,  &c.  are  nu- 
merous, artfuJ,  and  perplexing, 

Tlie  only  remaining  objeftion,  of  any  weight,  in  my 
knovvledge  is,  that  the  Vegetable  Syrup  is  recommended 
for  fo  many  difcafes,  as  to  be  fubjeit  to  the  imputations 
on  utirjerja!  remedies,  . 

The  Vegetable  Syrup  of  De  Velnos  Is  a  remedy  only, 
where  rnorhid  matter  has  been  retained,  rebelled,  or  introduced 
into  the  lymph.  This  effeft  may  take  place,  by  various 
caufcs  obftrufting  pcrfpiration,  by  contuhons  or  other  in- 
juries; and  by  the  introduftion  of  virus  of  various  forts, 
fay  means  of  the  abforbent  veflcls. 

When  the  lympli  is  rendered  impure,  the  glands  are  foon 
aScdted  in  the  mefentery,  in  the  lungs,  in  the  liver,  in 
the  ftomach,  in  the  neck,  &c.  Sec.  and  difordcrs  of  fatal 
tendency  take  place,  to  v.liich  phyficians  liave  given  va- 
rious names :  but  the  reader  will  perceive  they  are  branches 
from  the  fame  evil  root ;  and  that  the  Vegetable  Syrup, 
while  it  may  cure  difeafes  fo  apparently  different,  as  palfy 
and  coiifumption ;  or  while  the  public  falili  may  be  ftartled

1  fliall  endeavour  to  render  this  fa£l  intelligible  to  every 
attentive  reader  in  the  following  publication,  by  tracing  the 
various  diibrdcrs  I  have  occafion  to  mention,  to  a  common 
origin. 

It  is  by  an  attention  to  this  circumdance,  that  I  am 
enabled  to  give  advice ;  and  while  common  pradJitioners 
are  employed  on  diflerent  fvmptoms,  I  have  the  general 
happinefs  of  taking  away  the  fource  of  various  and  me-  \ 
lancholy  evils  in  the  conltitutions  of  EngHihmeu.

Mr.  FRYER,  cablnct-makcr  snd  vipholikrcr,  Nc« 
472,  Strand,  had  for  fix  or  (even  years  fcorbutic  erup- 
tions on  the  face  and  ears,  which  were  very  troublefome 
and  difagrccable.

LEPROSY. 


THE  complaints  whic}i  in  this  country  receive  the  de- 
nomination of  leprous,  are  generally  owing  to  aa 
incompetent  perfpiration,  or  to  fudden  obitrucVions  of  ir, 
in  the  Spring  and  Autumn.  Morbid  matter,  by  thcfa 
means,  is  retained  in  the  lymph ;  conveyed  into  the  blond, 
and  occafioris  inflammations  and  obftrudHons  of  various 
appearances, 

Inflammatiws,  called  fcorbutic,  may  proceed  from 
numerous  caufes:  from  blov/i,  contuljons,  and  fuch  ex- 
ternal accidents;  from  the  contraction  of  the  I'rr.aller 
^edels,  external  or  internaij  from  fpafin,  compreffion, 
and  obftrudtion  of  numerous  kinds;  from  difficulties  in 
the  pafliige  of  the  blood  at  the  extremities  of  the  aricrics* 
from  its  thicknels,  vifcidity,  mixture  with  hetero'^encous 
or  virulent  matter;  and  various  other  alterations.  Thefe 
alterations  generally  commence  in  that  liquid  called  the 
lymph  ;  which  conveys  to  the  blood  and  habit  almoft  all 
the  good  and  evil  it  can  receive. 

It  is  by  its  operation  on  the  lymphatic  fyHem,  and 
purifying  what  are  called  the  juices — that  the  Ve"etable 
Syrup  proves  a  medicine  of  fiich  extenfive  cfiecls. 

Under  this  article,  fome  fpccies  of  cutaneous  eruptions 
are  claffed — And  J  think  it  nece/Tary  to  apprife  the  at- 
tentive reader,  th.at  the  aftivity  and  acrimony  of  difeafed 
humours  are  fo  great,  that  the  moft  obftinate  and  dange- 
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rous  difeafes,  both  acute  and  chronical,  are  terminated  by 
eruptions,  and  brought  back  by  repelling  ihem.  Of  this 
fort  arc  gouts,  epilepfies,  fpafmodic  afthmas,  fevers,  &c. 

In  all  difeafes  of  the  flcin,  even  when  attended  with 
tumours,  I  am  often  teifed  with  applications  for  external 
afliftances,  in  the  ufe  of  the  Vegetable  Syrup. 

A  plain  decoftion  of  bran,  mixed  with  new  milkj  is  the 
bed.  Mercurial  unguents  are  the  moft  dangerous,  be- 
caufe  the  moft  powerful  repellents.  Sulphurous  baths  may 
be  ufed  with  the  medicinej  but  a  common  warm  bath,  in 
my  experience,  has  anfwered  all  their  purpofes. 

I  have  feen  fatal  confequences  attend  tlie  drying  up  of 
pimples  and  puftules,  by  ftrong  purges ;  the  method  of 
common  apothecaries.  Lofs  of  fight  has  often  enfued ; 
and  even  madnefs  in  fubjefts  of  great  fenfibility.  Purges 
may  repel  humours  from  the  fkin;  but  never  evacuate 
them. 

I  would  wifli  parents  to  obferve  In  time,  that  maladies 
of  the  Ikin  are  often  fymptoms  of  obftruftions  in  the  glands 
beneath  it;  in  the  lungs,  the  vifcera,  or  the  mefentery. 
The  medicine,  by  its  effsdl  on  the  lymph;  refolves  thefe 
obft:uiSlions. 

I  have  obferved,  in  moift  and  cold  fummers,  cutaneous 
diforders  have  been  epidemic.  Perfons  of  dry  habits  are 
teifed  chiefly  by  itching  eruptions;  thofe  of  fpongy  habits, 
by  humid  puftules.  Some  have  a  malignant  kind,  with 
hard  tumours  under  the  Ikin,  and  fwcllings  of  the  glands; 
particularly  in  the  arm-pits.  Children  have  deep  and  ob- 
ftinate  ulcerations  ;  eryfipelas  of  the  head  and  face  ;  and 
coug'is  more  or  lefs  violent,  as  the  eruptions  appear  or  dif- 
appear. 

I  murt  charge  the  reader  to  remember,  that  no  external  re- 
niedies  be  ufed,  until  the  humours  are  purified  by  the  Syrup. 
If  repelled,  the  moft  violent  diforders  may  take  plac2— as 
confamptions  called  galloping ;  fpafms,  vertigoes,  epilepfies,

Mr.  THOMAS  JOYCE,  of  Warwick- ro.v,  Coventry, 
in  the  year  :  783,  had  a  violent  Rheumatic  Gout,  and 
was  deprived  of  the  ufe  of  his  limbs,  which  foroe  time 
after  he  partially  recovered,  though  the  Gout  was  not 
eradicated.

In  February  17S5,  he  took  cold,  which 
terminated  in  an  ague  j  and  in  the  third  fit  he  took  five 
fpoonfuls  of  the  Syrup  of  Mr.  de  Vclnos,  which  immedi- 
ately brought  on  a  perfpiration,  totally  expelled  the  ague, 
which  returned  no  more;,  and  he  is  now  in  perfedl  health.

SCROPHULA, 
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IN  another  pamphlet,  entitled,  Hints  to  Families,  Sec. 
Mr.  Swainfon  has  obfervcd,  that  bis  attention  has 
btxn  principally  engaged  of  late,  by  the  children  of  pcrfons 
of  rank  and  fortune  becoming  fcrophulous  from  injudi- 
cious treatment  in  the  meafles  and  fmall-pox.  He  has 
cafes  of  this  nature,  which  would  form  a  volume;  and 
forae  of  them  may  be  feen  in  Frith-ftreet.  But  the  im- 
putation of  Scrophula  in  a  family,  being  without  reafon 
deem?d  injurioilsj  he  is  much  reftraincd  in  his  commu- 
nications on  the  fubjeil.  Jlis  opinion,  originally  founded 
on  experience^  liaving  been  dlfputed  not  only  in  private, 
but  in  reputable  publications,  he  has  confulted  medical 
writers  on  the  fubjeft,  of  the  firft  reputation  j  and  he  has 
the  fanftion  of  their  authority. 

The  number  and  condition  of  children,  now  under  Mr. 
Swalnfon's  care,  afflifted  from  thefe  caufcs  with  malig- 
nant and  putrefadive  difcafes,  flow  fcvers,  foul  and  firtu- 
lous  ulcers,  &c.  Sec.  would  fhock  humanity,  and  occafion 
aftonifhment  at  the  general  perfeverance  in  a  pernicious 
pracSIce.

gay,  lively,  irritable,  and  with  difpofitions  to  irregularity 
and  excefs  in  excrcifes  and  indulgencies.  Jn  fuch  con- 
fi:itutions,.bad  nurfing,  the  mcafles  and  fmall-pox,  fudden 
expofurcs  to  cold,  ftrains,  bruifes,  obfciittions  of  any  na- 
tural evacuation,  improper  diet,  inordinate  fieep,  and 
want  of  exercile,  may  increafe  the  tenacity  of  the  lymph, 
obllrudl  the  glands,  and  produce  Scrophu:a. 

The  firft  fymptoms  of  this  difeafe,  if  approaching  the 
lung's,  are,  a  hard  dry  cough,  and  difficulty  of  breathing, 
on  moving  biilkly ;  if  in  the  fp'een  or  liver,  a  fenfe  of 
pain  and  unea.lne.'s  in  the  region  j  if  in  the  glands  of 
the  mefentery,  frequent  fears  of  the  complaint,  the  appe- 
tite will  vary,  the  breath  will  be  ofien  ofienfive,  and  the 
thirft  greatj  pains  will  take  place  in  the  bowels,  the  belly 
will  enlarge,  and  a  flufluating  fever  will  affcft  the  fein. 
The  rickets,  white  fwellings,  tumours  on  the  back  of  the 
head,  and  under  the  chin,  fwollen  lips,  eruptions  round 
the  mouth  and  behind  the  ears,  inflamed  eyes  and  eye- 
lafhes,  morbid  appearances  of  the  fingers  and  toes,  &c. 
are  indications  ot  Scrophu'a,  which  fhould  be  attended  to, 
and  timely  remedies  applied.  Among  thofe  remedies, 
the  Vegetable  Syrup  of  Mr.  de  Velnos  lias  been  lately 
drawn  into  the  firft  notice,  and  has  been  fucccisful  far 
beyond  any  preparations  of  mercury,  antimony,  and  hem- 
lock, on  which  the  hopes  of  the  common  praftice  are 
founded.

JOHN  KOSKINS,  a-a  thirty-eight,  was  affliaed 
about  three  years  fines  with  an  intermitting  fe\er,  for 
whxh  he  was  admitted  into  Haflar  Hofp'tal,  being  then 
in  the  marines,  was  near  a  twelve-month  in  the  hofpita!,

FRANCES  LOWE,  daughter  of  Mauritius  Lowe, 
lliitoiy  Painter,  St.  Margaret's  Church-yard,  Wert- 
minfter,  in  thefpring  of  the  year  1787,  and  at  the  age 
ot  five,  had  a  tumour  juft  below  the  knee,  as  Jarge  as  a 
hen's  egg,  by  which  Ihe  was  confined  two  months.  The 
turn )ur  was  poulticed,  and  the  Vegetable  Syrup  admini- 
ftcreJ,  a  confidcrable  difcharge  of  matter  enfuedj  the 
w.jiind  was  hf;aled  j  and  the  Syrup  difcontinued,  as  it 
appeared  too  foon.

THE  fuccefs  of  the  Vegetable  Syrup  in  the  following 
cafes,  drew  enquirers  into  Frith- ftiect,  fo  nums- 
lous  and  interefting,  that  a  proper  attention  to  theni  has 
often  conftituted  my  whole  employment.

uioirnoiltlon  of  the  whole  lymphatic  habit.  Incident  to 
;.oiing  women  from  tlie  letenuoii  of  mcnftrual  matter,  or 
dliTiculties  in  its  firft:  appearance.  They  have  appetites 
for  fubftancei  unlit  for  food,  head-achs,  palpitations,  and 
faintin^s. 

In  theie  cafes,  aftiingents  of  the  mildeft  kind  produce 
coi'.famption.  I  never  knew  a  girl  efcape  death,  from  the 
common  treatment  of  apothecaries,  by  the  bark,  and  what 
they  cali  ftrcngthcning  medicines. 

The  Vegetable  Syrup  gently  evacuates  the  humours, 
and  removes  the  obftrudlions  to  the  defired  difcharge. 

But  tlic  moft  numerous  clafs  of  patients  in  this  com- 
plaint, confifts  of  women,  who  are  irregular,  from  the 
approach  of  the  period  when  the  Menfes  difappearj  and 
who  have  fometimes  a  deficiency,  fometimes  an  excefs  of 
them.

And  the  Vegetable  Syrup  has 
not  yet  failed,  in  gently  inducing  their  appearance  in 
yoimg  people ;  rendering  difchargcs  regular ;  and  guard-

It  occafions  fever, 
feizes  the  glands,  and  produces  internal  wade,  heftic, 
and  confumption ;  it  flies  to  the  head,  occafions  epilepfy, 
apoplexy,  or  palfy ;  or  it  breaks  out  in  tumours,  ulcers, 
and  abfcefles. 

The  Vegetable  Syrup  meets  it  in  the  lymphatic  fyftem,

MAPvY  LEV>rELYN,  la!:c  a  fervant  to  Mrs.  Farren, 
Monmouth- ftreet,  Bath,  took  a  violent  cold  in  December 
178^,  which  occ.ifioned  a  total  fupprefTion  of  the  Menfes, 
attended  by  oedematous  fweUings  of  the  le;;3  and  feet. 
Indurations  appeared  in  various  parts  of  the  bojy,  refcm- 
bling  boils  covered  with  leprous  fcalcs,  which  fell  off;  and 
were  iuccceJed  by  others.  Her  appetite  and  flrcngth  de- 
clined, and  her  condition  became  extremely  wretched. 
She  had  been  atrended  by  a  phyfician,  and  by  two  emi- 
nuiit  furgcons  at  Bath  j  and  flie  had  tried  the  watets 
wiiJino  beneficial  efl'edl,    In  this  m'fjrable  ftate  ftie  was 
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recommended  to  the  Infirmary  at  Brlftol,  as  to  the  laft 
al}lum  of  defpairing  wretchednefs,  when  fhe  was  tbrtu- 
natiily  zdvlkd  to  try  tlie  Vegetable  Syrup  of  Mr.  De 
Velnos.

1  am  not  fond  of  appearing  pubiickly  as  a  writer,  even

THE  reaJoi-  v;ill  obfcrve,  that  I  do  not  vviih  to  in- 
volve myfelt' in  the  bufinefs  of  Inoculation,  or  the 
treatment  of  the  Small-Pox.  I  have  already  more  fnb- 
jefts  of  attention  than  are  confillent  with  any  liopcs  of 
quiet  and  leifure. 

My  Hints  to  FarnUks,  on  the  prefent  management  of 
this  difeafe,  has  occafioned  a  general  alarm  ;  and  to  fuvc 
the  trouble  of  numerous  applications  at  my  houfe,  I  will 
introduce  here  a  few  explanatory  obfervacions  and  cafes. 

When  the  matter  of  the  Small-Fox  has  taken  effedl— . 
the  objedls  of  every  reafonable  practitioner  are,  to  corredl 
the  acrimony  of  ths  liumours ;  to  promote  eruption  and 
fuppuration,  by  gentle  diaphoretics,  if  nature  be  languid  ; 
to  refift  the  tendency  to  putrefa<Sion  in  the  decline  of  the 
difeafe;  and  to  carry  oft"  the  remaining  impurities.  It 
would  drive  an  apothecary  to  diftra<fl:ion,  vvhofe  hopes  of 
fubliftence  are  on  the  number,  and  counteraction  of  his 
intricate  preparations,  if  I  were  to  allure  him,  on  the 
general  principle  already  ftatcd,  that  the  Vegetable  Syrup 
would  anfwer  all  thcfe  purpofes.  But  I  want  not  to  cnrer 
into  competition  with  apothecaries  on  this  groun'd— 
"  Live,  and  let  live,"  is  a  moral  maxim.  But  I  cannot 
behold  with  indifference,  the  daily  vldtims  brought  to 
me,  of  the  cool  jcpelling  praftice  now  in  faihion  in  the 
Small-Pox.

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The  fkin,  at  the  time  of  the  difoider,  is  exquifUely 
fenfible  to  the  flighteft  impreflions  of  damp  or  co)d;  and 
the  coniequenccs  of  repullion,  while  it  preferves  the  Ikin, 
are  foul  fiilulous  ulcers,  extremely  difficult  to  cure; 
weaknsffes  or  contruftions  of  the  hands  and  feei ;  tumours 
Bear  the  joints,  which  degenerate  into  mahgiiant  and 
Wafting  firtulas :  various  diforders  of  the  gla  ids,  which 
terminate  in  hedic  confumptiou  or  dropfy. 

On  the  moil  minute  examination  of  thcfe  cafes,  I  have 
found  that  the  patients  have  been  expofcd,  after  the  infec- 
tion, in  cold  windy  weather;  and  the  evacuation  of  the 
morbid  matter  checked. 

I  need  not  obferve,  that  a  fimilar  treatment  in  the 
Meafles  will  have  fimilar  effects.  I  have  had  great 
numbers  of  children,  whofe  fpots  have  been  fuftered 
to  difappear  from  flight  cold  ;  whofe  coughs  have  in- 
dicated putrefcent  vomicas  on  the  lungs,  and  who  have 
had  dropfical  fymptoms  from  obftrudlions  of  the  me- 
feraic  glands. 

I  lhal!  only  obferve,  that  in  the  Small-Pox  and 
Meades,  when  the  Vegetable  Syrup  has  been  admlni- 
ftered,  it  has  affifted  difiicult  eruptions ;  and  no  perfon 
taking  it,  has- had  the  ufual  fymptoms,  in  any  great 
degree,  of  frightful  dreams,  oppreflions  of  the  breaft, 
pain  at  the  throat,  conftipation  of  the  belly,  or  epileptic 
fits.

GRATITUDE  and  juftice  demand  that  I  (houU  fend 
you  the  following  account  of  the  extraordinary  effedt  of

He  continued  in  this  way  for  feveral 
days,  and  was  attended  by  a  phyfician  and  an  apothecary, 
both  eminent  in  their  profefhon  ;  but  notwithftanding  all 
that  they  could  do,  by  bleeding,  blifters,  and  other  out- 
ward and  inward  applications,  he  continued  to  grow 
worfe  ;  and  at  laft  had  every  fymptom  of  approaching 
death;  and  was  given  up  by  the  phyfician,  and  every 
body  clfe  who  favv  him. 

Ill  this  dilemma,  anxious  for  the  life  of  my  only  boy,  I 
was  confidering  if  there  were  any  other  means  to  be  tried 
in  order  to  reftore  him,  when  fortunately  I  recoUedled 
Velijos'  Vegetable  J'yrup,  and  propofedto  I^Iis.  Humphrey

The  laft  of  thefe  cafes  has  been  completed  above  three 
years  ;  and  from  the  zealous  and  efteftual  recommenda- 
tiojis  of  the  patients,  I  have  had  more  confuniplivc  than 
any  other  cafes  under  my  confideration. 

It  was  the  opinion  of  Dr.  Cheync,  that  Confumptions 
always  proceeded  from  Scurvy  ;  and  the  prafticc;  fortune, 
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2nJ  fame  of  th^  late  Sir  Richard  Jebb,  whofe  utmoil 
ikill  was  employed  on  one  of  the  patients  aboveraentioaed> 
vv^'re  founded  on  that  opinion. 

I  have  confulted,  with  anxious  attention,  the  heft 
Writers  on  tiie  fubjedl;  and  I  find  them  unanimous  in 
deriving  Confjmptions  from  fcliirrous,  ulcer,  or  abfccls  irj 
the  lungs ;  thcle,  owing  to  fcurvy,  or  to  mercury,  de- 
praving the  nutritive  juices.  Scliirrous  tubercles  on  ths 
lun^'S  are  fometimes  thrown  out  by  coughing. 

In  children,  who  conftitute  the  moft  numerous  claffes 
of  my  patients,  an  atrophy,  or  an  emaciated  ftate,  wear- 
ing the  appearance  of  Confumption,  generally  arlfe  from  a 
fcorbutic,  or  fchirroiis  induration  of  the  meferaic  glands* 
In  thefe  cafes,  the  belly  is  inflated,  and  all  the  fundlions 
of  the  child  depraved.  lean  refer  to  children,  with  the 
countenances  of  milk-maids,  who  were  brought  to  me 
with  flaccid  and  emaciated  limbs ;  the  abdomen  diftendcdj 
the  breathing  Ihort  and  difiicult;  the  body  weak  and 
Weary;  the  bowels  fome'iimes  loofe,  and  fometimes 
bound;  the  appetite  irregular;  cold  food  coveted;  the 
temples  c  dl.ipfed  ;  the  whole  face  ghaftly  ;  the  fliouldera 
prominent  like  wings  ;  the  food  pafled  undigefted  ;  pains 
at  the  region  of  the  navel ;  the  urine  fometimes  thick, 
fometimes  high-coloured ;  and  at  night,  a  heat  and  thirfl: 
almoft  intolerable. 

Learning  that,  on  difle£lion,  the  meferaic  glands  have 
heen  obftrudled,  where  the  rickets  have  proved  fatal,  I 
have  applied  the  Medicine  with  fucccfs,  where  the  feveral 
parts  of  the  children's  bodies  have  been  difproportioned. 

When  Dropfy,  Confumption,  Afthma,  Hectic,  or  Diar- 
thxa,  fupervene,  in  thefe  cafes — they  arc  generally  fatal. 

Difeafcs  of  a  fimtlar  nature  in  youth,  and  particularly 
tn  young  women  on  the  point  of  menftruation,  are  gene- 
rally owing  to  going  out  too  foon  after  the  Small-Pox  or 
Meaflcs,  to  the  repulfion  of  cutaneous  eruptions,  or  the 
D  3  retenfioa 
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rateriflon  of  menftnial  matter,  which  the  conftitutlon  hzi 
riot  fuflicient  force  to  dlfeharge.  A  fpecies  of  Aftlima, 
called  tightnefs  on  the  brcaft,  attended  with  a  teifing  and 
dangerous  coj;;h  :  and  what  is  called  the  hooping-cough, 
are  owing  fom.times  to  an  ill  conftitution  of  the  air;  but 
generally  to  I'udden  obilruflions  of  perfpiration,  to  the 
improper  teatmtrit  of  crifes  in  the  Small-Pox,  and  other 
morbid  diford?rs,  or  to  the  repulfjon  of  eryfipclatous  and 
otlicr  eruptions. 

Cutaneous  efHorcfcenccs,  and  eruptions  to  which  young 
people  with  confumptivc  tendencies  arc  very  liable,  run- 
ning of  the  ears,  and  inflammations  of  the  eyes,  arifc 
fometimes  from  a  voracity  incident  to  fuch  cafes ;  but 
generally  from  an  indifpolition  of  the  humours.  It  is 
leen,  in  the  following  cafe  of  Mr.  Williams,  that  he  was 
two  years  in  hourly  apprehenfion  of  blindnefs.  The 
medicine  a£ls,  in  all  tbefe  fymptcms,  on  one  uniform 
principle.  It  correfts  the  acrid  ferum  ;  procures  a  deri  -» 
vation  from  the  difeafed  parts  to  other  emuridlorics  ;  and 
ftrength>;ns  the  related  glands. — Setons,  iffues,  blifters, 
are  troublefome,  precarious,  and  fometimes  dangerous. 

It  will  be  perceived,  by  the  following  cafes,  that  epilcpfy 
may  attend  tire  fatal  periods  of  Confumplion.  It  gene- 
rally arifes  from  irritations  of  the  ilomach,  intertincs,  and 
rierves ;  from  the  remains  of  fmall-pox,  pctecheal  fevers, 
healing  up  of  old  ulcers,  the  repre/Tion  of  eruptions,  &c. 
for  the  difeafe  is  often  carried  oft"  by  eruption,  the  ap- 
pearance of  themenfes,  fmall-pox,  meafles,  &c. 

Chronical  epilcpfies  aic  generally  adjudged  to  be  ocCa- 
fioned  by  acrid  fcorbutic  lymph  j  and  they  are  commonly 
treated  with  bhftcrs  and  iffues. 

The  All:h:Tia,  and  palpitation  of  the  heart — fo  diftrefs- 
ingto  patients  of  this  kind,  I  muf):  mention — as  by  taking 
out  the  roots,  all  the  evil  branches  have  difappeared  in  the 
tffe  of  the  Vegetable  Syrup,- 

If 
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1/  the  palpitation  of  the  heart  has  arlfen  from  polypous 
concretions  completely  formedi  the  medicine  has  not  curedj 
tho'  it  has  reheved,  by  refolving  the  juices,  and  rendering 
the  excretions  free.  If  from  nienflrur,!  or  haemorrhoidal 
obftruftions,  or  the  repulfioii  of  cutaneous  eruptions,  it  has 
reheved,  with  the  afliftance  of  warm  baths  for  the  feet. 

Althma  is  nearly  related  to  Confumptions  :  and  in  all 
the  cafes  I  have  known,  it  has  been  owing  to  the  fup- 
prcflion  of  acrid  ft-rum  at  fomc  emunflorics  ;  producing 
a  tenfion  of  th^  membranes,  which  inveft  t!  v  cslls  of  the 
lungs,  of  the  arms,  fhoulders,  backj  and  at  length 
occafioning  a  palfy  of  tlie  parts.  On  tlie  moft  attentive 
examination  of  the  cafes  that  have  occurred  in  Frich- 
ftreet,  all  afthmaric  complaints  have  arlfen  from  a  fubtlej 
acrimon'ouf,  caurtic  matter;  either  exrernal,  as  metallic 
vapour  5  or  internal,  as  fuppvcfled  fcorbutic  perfpiracion, 
or  fome  virus  or  morbid  matter  retained  and  locked  up  in 
the  habit  by  repelling  circumftances,  and  aftringent  medi~ 
cines.  For  Afthma  or  Confumption  has  always  followed^ 
though  po(5bly  at  fome  diftsnce^  the  injudicious  treat- 
ment of  eryfipelas,  fmall-pox,  meafies,  miliary  eruptions} 
fcorbutic  fpots  or  puliulss  imperfeftly  expelled,  or  driven 
inward  by  the  bark,  healing  up  ulcers,  repreffing  fetid 
perfpiration  of  the  feet,  or  obftrudling  any  of  the  natural 
evacuations  of  the  fyftem. 

In  the  deilruclion  of  ibis  Hydra  10'th  a  thor.Jand  beads , 
the  Vegetable  Syrup  is  fimple  and  uniform  in  its  opera- 
tion, and  acls  by  one  power.  It  meets  the  fubtle,  poi- 
fonous  matter  in  the  lymph  or  blood,  however  introduced  J 
fits  it  to  be  difcharged,  and  affifts  in  difcharging  it. 

The  pat'ent  in  all  thefe  cafes  is  m-jft  carefully  to  re- 
niemb'r,  when  the  medicine  invites  an  efflorefcence  or 
pimples  to  the  furface,  it  frees  the  fluids  from  the  impu- 
rities with  which  they  are  loaded  ;  and  that  to  repel  tliem 
by  cold,  by  the  bark,  &c.  may  be  fatal.

CONSUMPTION, 

In  a  Letter  from  Captain  Dorset^ 
To  Mr.  SWAIN  SON. 

Woolwich,  January  25,  17S7; 

Sir, 

3  am  forty  that  Indolence  and  forgetfulncfs  have  con- 
fpired  to  delay  my  writing  a  eafe  in  which  your  Syrup  has 
been  fo  efficacious.

the  South  of  France,  were  recommended.  Tiie  firil  took 
»ip  fix  weeks,  without  being  of  the  Icafl  fervice  j  the  cli- 
mate juft  kept  me  alive,  but  fo  much  weaker,  that  in  the 
fummer  I  returned  to  England,  merely  to  fettle  fame  bufi- 
jjefs,  propofing  to  go  back  to  the  Continent  about  Sep- 
tember ;  but  in  the  interim,  the  appearance  of  fome 
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eruptions  on  the  fkin,  together  with  a  large  abfcefs  that 
liad  formed  in  my  thig)i>  led  me  to  fufpeft  fome  fcotbutic 
tendency,  and  determined  meto  try  your  Medicine,  which 
I  had  heard  commended.  The  fuccefs  exceeded  all  belief> 
nor  can  I  defcribe  its  eftedls  better  than  by  faying,  that 
in  a  fpace  of  time,  almoft  incredibly  Ihort,  I  was  well, 
and  grew  fat  j  confecjucntly  all  thoughts  of  going  abroad 
Were  laid  afide ;  and  this  is  the  fecond  winter!  am  fpend- 
ing  without  inconvenience,  in  a  climate  I  before  could  not 
exift  in.  I  do  not  choofe  my  name  fliould  *'  ftand  ru- 
brick  on  the  walls,"  or  figure  in  advertifements  ;  but  if 
it  can  have  any  weight  in  your  private  pradlice,  1  am  fo 
convinced  of  the  excellence  of  your  meJicine,  that  you  aro 
welcome  to  Ihew  my  letter  whenever  you  think  it  will 
recommend  it.

CONSUMPTI  ON. 

In  a  Letter  from  the  Rev.  David  Williams  to 
the  Author. 

Sir, 

Without  the  ufiial  IntroJucflion  on  gratitude,  or  public 
motives,  to  the  influence  of  which  I  am  not  infenfiblej 
~1  will  relate  my  cafe. 

A  fever  left  near  my  ancle  a  livid  fpot;  in  the  Centre? 
of  which  3  punfture^  almoft  imperceptible,  difcb.urged  an 
D  5  ichor 
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ichor  which  difcoloured  my  flocking.  I  applied  to  a 
iL'rgcon,  who  furniihed  me  with  a  plaifter,  and  gave  mc 
medicines.  The  fpot  talcing  a  new  appearance,  and  tend- 
ing to  an  ulcer,  1  confulted  a  phyfician,  who  prefcribed 
pills,  and  ordered  an  ifi'ue  beneath  my  knee.  Under  that 
treatment  my  leg  was  hesled  ;  and  on  a  journey  in  the 
following  fummcr,  the  ifiue  was  dried  up.  I  paflcd  th4 
winter  but  indifferently  5  a  cough,  to  Which  1  had  not 
been  fubjedl,  rendering  the  nights  reftlefs.  In  the  fpring 
my  face  and  head  were  covered  with  pimples,  fo  that  I 
could  not  wear  my  hair.  I  put  myfelf  under  the  bcft 
medical  diredVion  in  my  knowledge}  and  ufcd  medicine 
internal  and  external,  with  various  fuccefs,  more  than  a 
year.  1  aicidtntally  faw,  in  zti  old  magazine,  a  prepara- 
tion of  brimftone  ftrongly  recommended  in  cafes  irkc 
mine  j  and  I  determined  on  a  trial  of  it.  In  a  fcv^ 
weeks  the  pimples  difappeared  ;  but  brlmitone  is  a  violent 
medicine  5  it  brought  on  a  dyientery,  from  which  1  very 
narrowly  cfcaped,  after  a  confinement  of  three  months. 

Under  thele  proccfies,  confumptive  fymptoms  gradually 
gained  ground  ;  and  I  could  pciceivc  my  medical  ac- 
quaintance fought  only  to  check  them  by  regulations  «f 
diet,  or  change  of  air. 

My  epgiigements  being  numerous,  fome  of  them  re- 
quiring the  vigour  and  fortit\ide  of  the  beft  health,  I  was 
harrafl'edby  the  alicrnarc  necellity  of  occafwnal  abfence, 
and  imrnoderate  application.  In  this  ftate,  and  without 
any  caufc  in  my  knowledge,  I  awoke  in  a  morning  nearly 
blind ;  my  eyes  and  the  regions  around  them  inflamed  ; 
fieiy  fparks  or  corrulcarions  attending  the  admifiion  of 
light,  and  rendering  me  totally  incapable  of  bufinefs. 

It  would  be  tedious  and  diftreffinj  to  the  reader,- to 
f  )llow  mc  through  all  the  means  i  ufed  to  attempt  the 
removal  of  that  calamity,  or  to  provide  for  fubmiiTion  to 
it.    Sonic  idea  may  be  conceived  of  the  fituation,  by 
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knowing,  though  my  occupation  and  amufement  were 
letters,  I  palTed  two  years  without  reading  even  a  news- 
paper; without  eating  animal  food,  or  drinking  fermented 
iiquor.  The  difficulty  of  my  cafe  was  that  of  reconciling 
the  ufe  of  mercury  for  my  eyes,  with  thofe  llrong  lymp- 
toms  of  Confumption  which  often  menaced  my  life. 

Being  reconciled  to  the  vegetable  diet,  and  relying  on 
the  high  reputation  of  its  advifer,  I  determined  on  a 
journey,  and  to  remain  in  the  country  the  whole  fummer. 
I  returned  in  improved  health  ;  but  my  fight  continued 
weak  and  imperfeft.  A  phyfician  of  great  ikWi  in  dif- 
eafes  of  the  eyes  was  warmly  recommended  ;  and  I  put 
myfdf  under  his  care.  He  bled  me  freely ;  and  ordered 
pills  compounded  of  antimony  and  mercury  j  afiuringf 
me,  they  would  not  bring  on  the  afthmatie  or  pulmonary 
evils,  which  were  deemed  my  conftitutional  diforders. 

Whenever  I  took  mercury,  it  flattered  my  hopes,  but 
always  to  aggravate  difappointmeiit.  The  complaints  in 
and  around  my  eyes  were  abated  j  but  I  was  fo  emaciated 
and  lhattered,  that  I  could  hold  hardly  any  thing  in  my 
hands;  the  pulinanary  diforders  returned  with  incrcafed 
violence ;  and  the  medicines  and  regulations  were  ex- 
changed for  the  bark,  copaiba,  pills,  anct  a  tonic  diet* 
The  exchange  reflored  my  fpirits  in  fome  degree,  and  I 
walked  out ;  but  in  attempting  to  crofs  a  flrect  with  a 
little  rapidity,  a  fuppreflion  of  all  my  powers  fuddenly 
took  place,  which  were  reftored  the  inftant  I  touched  the 
pavement  by  a  fall.  I  confidered  it  as  the  prelude  of 
fpeedy  diflblation ;  and  having  confuited  every  man  of 
peculiar  ikili  in  ray  general  diforder,  i  refolved  not  to 
mention  the  accident  to  my  friends,  and  to  fubmit. 
quietly  to  my  fate.  In  a  few  days,  as  I  was  fitting  at' 
table,  I  fell  on  the  carpet;  and  was  once  more  anxioufly 
and  humanely  attended  by  medical  friends.  But  the 
roeafjces  propofed  not  awakeiiinp'  any  hopes,  I  turned 
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my  attention  to  the  befl;  mode  of  being  difentanglcd  from 
all  engagements;  drew  around  me  thofe  on  whom  I 
could  depend  in  helplefs  extremities;  and  awaited  the 
ftroke  of  my  laft  enemy. 

In  this  general  ftate,  but  with  confiderable  variations  of 
health,  you  found  me,  when  you  repeatedly  called,  on 
account  of  difficulties  created  by*  lawyers  in  the  purchafe 
of  Velnos'  Vegetable  Syrup. 

The  difcafe  had  produced  one  efteiJl,  for  which  I  can- 
not account.  I  had  reconciled  myfelf  to  death  ;  and  had

I  fhail  willingly  attend  to  the  perfonal  applications  or 
meflages  of  your  patients,  in  circumftances  fimilar  to 
mine;  and  add  my  teftimony  to  that  of  your  numerous 
and  powerful  friends,  on  the  great  honour  and  integrity 
with  which  you  adminidcr  a  very  valuable  medicine.

MARY  EGLINTON,  daughter  of  Thomas  T-glintoJI, 
No.  2,  Little  Peter-ftreer,  Weftminfter,  aged  about 
eleven,  fix  months  ago  was  affli<3ed  by  a  /hortneis  of 
breath,  and  a  fweUing  of  the  abdomen. — On  applying  to 
Dr.  Smith,  Blackfriar's-Bridge,  he  faid  it  was  the  Evil 
in  her  bowels ;  and  prefcribed  fome  medicines,  which 
were  taken  for  about  a  fortnight,  without  effcft.

PALSY. 

Mrs.  SW/\1NS0N,  No.  12,  Great  May's  Buildings,' 
St.  Marcin's  Lane,  in  the  winicr  of  the  year  17S2,  had 
a  ftroke  of  the  Palfy  ;  it  nearly  took  away  the  ufe  of 
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her  left  fide,  particularly  her  arm,  which  fcemed  totally 
dead.  An  apothecary  of  great  fkill  and  reputation  or- 
dered the  arm  to  be  rubbed  with  a  bliftering  ointment, 
which  inflamed  it  to  a  great  degree  j  and  it  remained 
many  days  in  that  fhocking  ftate,  notwithftanding  the 
incefTant  application  of  fomentations  and  poultices. 
Some  fcorbutic  fymptoms  appearing  about  her,  Mr. 
Swainfon  recoilefted,  that  fome  years  before,  fhe  had 
been  relieved  of  eruptions  and  pimples  by  Velnos'  Vege- 
table Syrup,  for  which  fhe  had  taken  great  quantities  of 
drops  and  diet  drinks  in  vain.

As  this  eveirt  determined  Mr,  Swainlbn  not  to  bccomct 
a  quack  dodlor,  (for  he  will  never  fink  the  uniform 
reputation  of  his  life  to  aft  in  that  fufpicious  and  ii^uri- 
ous  capacity)  but  to  purchafe,  at  a  very  high  price,  the 
original  receipt  of  Mr.  De  Vclnos,  and  to  pledge  hirafelf 
to  fee  it  prepared  and  fold  with  the  flrifteit  inte;^rity 
and  honour,  it  is  his  happinel's  that  he  can  in  addition  tcy 
his  own,  and  that  of  Mrs.  Swainfon,  refer  to  the  tefti- 
mony  of  all  his  friends,  and  almofl  all  his  acquaintance, 
for  the  truth  of  this  extraordinary  event  in  his  family.

BENJAMIN  BUTTON,  Conftkution,  Bedford- 
flreet,  Covent-Garden,  about  the  end  of  September 
1786,  perceived  a  fwclling  in  ano,  which  he  imagined  to 
be  the  Piles.  The  fvvelling  increafed  in  a  Ihort  time  to 
an  uncommon  faze ;  which  in  about  I'even  or  eight  days 
broke,  and  difcharged  a  great  deal  of  matter  for  tliat  day 
and  night,  and  then  (topped,  gathered,  and  difcharged 
again  ;  which  it  repeated  three  times.  Being  reduced  by 
the  difordcr,  a  furgeon  was  fcnt  for,  wlio  pronounced  it 
a  Fiftula,  and  chat  an  operation  niuft  be  performed; 
which  was  immediately  complied  with,  and  gave  him 
great  eafe.  It  was  dreHed  with  dry  lint.  The  furgeon 
faid  it  might  be  long  in  healing,  and  advifed  him  to  go 
to  the  holpita).  It  difcharged  a  green  oftenfive  matter. 
He  confulted  Mr.  Swainfon,  uho  put  him  on  a  courfe  of 
the  Syrup  ;  awd  about  Clirlilmas,  a  perfciS  curew\is  com- 
plciUed,  and  the  patient  enjoys  a  good  flate  of  health.

On 
taking  him  to  St.  George's  Hofpital,  the  attending  fur- 
geons  apprehended  the  lofs  of  one  eye,  if  not  both. 
Being  only  four  years  old,  he  was  made  an  out-patient, 
and  a  blifter  ordered  behind  the  right  ear.  This  produced 
no  good  cffefi,  ancj  the  eruption  fpread  over  his  head,  dif- 
jcharging  the  moll  offenfive  matter  in  conllderable  quanti- 
ties. In  three  months  the  difeafe  hgd  proceeded  in  its 
Xavages,  wholly  deprived  him  of  fight  in  one  eye,  and  daily 
threatened  the  lofs  of  the  other,  and  he  could  take  very 
little  food;  when  his  danger  ami  mifery  drew  the  atten- 
tion of  Win.  Pulteney,  efq;  M.  P.  who  recommended  him 
to  Mr.  Swainfon  in  the  month  of  IVIarch  of  the  fame  year. 
Mr.  Sv/ainfon  ordered  the  Vegetable  Syrup  of  De  Velnos 
in  fmall  quantities,  on  account  of  the  reduced  condition 
of  the  patient.

Mr.  SwAiNSON  would  alfo  rcfar  the  anxious  reader 
back  to  the  cafe  of  Mr.  Williams,  in  page  57,  where  a 
temp  irary  blindnefs  arofefiom  a  fcorbutic  indifpofition  of 
the  humours,  though  no  dilcharge  took  place  at  the  eyes. 
The  medicine  a£ls  in  them  as  in  all  other  cafes  to  v;hich 
It  is  adapted,  by  corredting  the  acrid  fcrum5  procuring  ^ 
derivation  to  other  cmunftorlesj  and  ftrengthening  the 
relaxed  glands.  Setons,  ifTues,  and  blifters,  are  generally 
ineffeflual ;  very  often  attended  with  danger. 

Patients  of  this  defcrlption  are  fabje£l  to  deafnefs  about 
the  equinoxes,  or  in  cloudy  and  rainy  weather,  from  fe- 
tous  humours  and  iax  nerves. 

Of  all  external  remedies,  vapours  of  the  decoflions  of 
bay  berries,  wormwood,  camomile,  fage,  elder,  or  rofe- 
mary,  are  the  moft  innocent;  but  ail  do  harm,  unlefs  the 
internal  caufe  be  removed. 

Obfervc,  vvhetlier  any  ej-ut)tions  on  the  head  have  been 
prematurely  dried.

IN  January  177S,  wl;ile  at  New-York,  I  had  a  cold 
and  fore  throat  for  tliree  weeks,  and  my  left  tefticle  was 
prodigioufly  enlarged  and  foftened.  For  what  reafon  I 
cannot  guefs,  the  diforder  paflcd  to  the  right ;  which  con- 
tinued three  months  in  a  Civaihr  rtate,  but  by  degrees  grew 
hard.

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an  embrocation.  After  uiing  the  latter  two  months  w1th-> 
out  relief,  I  applied,  by  his  advice,  a  poultice  of  linfeed 
meal,  &c.  for  three  months  more  ;  but  having  no  prof- 
pcft  of  a  cure,  I  began  to  fink  under  tbemoft  melancholy 
dcfpair.

I  was  then  perfuaded  to  confulc  a 
phyfician,  who  h  now  abroad  j  he  ordered  extraft  of 
hemlock  internally,  and  a  fomentation  of  hemlock  and 
camomile.  Thefe  dreadful  medicines,  after  a  long  trial, 
afforded  me  no  relief,  and  tended  only  to  confirm  the  de- 
fpair  under  which  I  muft  have  funk,  if  I  had  not  heard

CASE  XLII. 
The  CASE  of  J.  MAKENZIE. 

DZSCRIBEO  BY  DR.  SMITH. 

A  middle-aged  man,  who  had  been  for  feveral  years 
married,  and  had  long  been  free  from  venereal  complaints, 
felt  a  rheumatic  pain  in  his  left  fide,  after  an  expofure  to 
ccld  in  the  month  of  May  lad  year  j  which  pain  afcended 
and  defcended  on  the  fame  fide  from  the  collar-bone  to  the 
hip,  fonietimes  extended,  and  fomctimes  contracted  within 
the  compafs  of  half-a-crown,  when  it  was  very  violent, 
and  attended  with  a  coritinual  remitting  fever.   In  this 

way 
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way  the  patient  continued  till  the  month  of  Auguft ; 
when  he  plainly  oblerved,  all  on  a  fudden,  the  pain  go 
down  from  the  fide  to  his  left  tcfticle,  wiiere  ic  occafioned 
an  inflammation,  which  lafted  a  v/eelc,  wiicn  it  entirely 
left  that  and  went  to  the  right  leftide,  which  it  inflafnetl 
in  the  fame  manner.  This  inftammation  lafted  longer, 
and  was  brought  to  fuppjration  by  poultices;  in  which 
ftate  it  continued  three  wgel<s,  when  the  patient  went  into 
an  hol'piral,  where  lie  felt  fharp  rheumatic  pain,  with 
fever,  which  however,  by  the  ufe  of  fome  pills,  went  off. 
Nothing  but  poultices  were  applied  externally  for  a  whole 
month,  when  the  patient  left  the  hofpital,  withoL,t  being 
the  ieaft  better.  The  right  tefticle  was  entirely  bare, 
covered  with  a  thick  green  flough,  very  oft'enfivc,  but  no 
great  difcharge,  lofs  of  flrrength,  and  flight  fever.  Under 
thefe  circumftances,  the  Syrup  was  adminiftered  at  firft, 
in  fmall  dofes,  which  were  gradually  increafed  ;  and  a  com- 
mon detergent  was  applied  ejcternally  ;  which  treatment 
created  a  genuine  pus,  and  perfedtly  clofed  ihe  fore.

ACCOUNT  OF  MEDICAL  PROCEEDINGS  IN 
A  CANCER, 

In  a  Letter  from  a  German  Phyfician  walking  the  Englifb 
Hofpitals,  to  a  Friend  in  Germany. 

Sir, 

I  came  to' England,  as  I  propofed,  with  a  view  to  that 
information  which  the  reputation  of  Englifh  Jitciatuie 
promifes.  The  hofpitals  in  and  near  London  firft  attradled 
sny  attei~itioa<    Magniiiccacc  of  iliu^uie,  and  large  re> 
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wnues,  highly  elevated  my  expeftations ;  and  you  may 
imagine  ray  difappointment,  on  finding  their  medical  ma- 
nagement to  be  in  general  negligent,  often  unlkilfulj  and 
fometimes  cruel. 

That  I  may  not  appear  to  (eek  flielter  in  general 
charges,  1  will  ftatc  fafts ;  which  I  think  confiderably 
aft'eS  the  medical  character  of  England. 

In  tiie  year  1 787,  in  fome  vifits  I  made  at  St.  George's 
Hofpital,  a  patient,  whofe  name  was  Shailer,  attra£led 
my  particular  attention.  He  was  the  fervant  of  James 
Allarde,  efq;  in  Charlotte-ftreet,  Bloomlbury.  The 
right  tefticle  was  laid  bare ;  the  interior  part  of  the  fcro- 
tum  confumed,  and  a  copious  difcharge  of  pus  took  place. 
He  had  been  fent  to  the  hofpital  to  have  the  tefticle  extir- 
pated, which  Mr.  John  Hunter  had  declared  to  be  the 
only  method  of  cure.  The  application  of  cauftics,  pre- 
vious to  the  operation,  occafioned  an  inflammation, 
which  extended  to  the  left  tefticle,  and  brought  on  a  fi- 
milar  fuppuration.  Having  waited  two  months,  the 
inflammation  continued,  and  his  life  in  imminent  danger, 
the  poor  man  was  extremely  defirous  of  applying  to  the 
proprietor  of  Vclnos''  Vegetable  Syrup,  by  whom  his  life 
had  been  once  faved .

tefticles  were  laid  bare;  the  fcrotum  was  nearly  con- 
fumed  ;  whm  remained  was  hard  and  contradted  j  and 
the  whole  furface  of  the  wound  d.fcharged  a  fetid  iclior. 
The  patient  was  emaciated,  and  had  ftrong  heftic  fymp- 
toms,  the  general  prognoftics  of  death.  1  obferved  Mr, 
Swainfon  was  embarrafled  by  the  frequent  hemorrhages 
from  the  corroded  veflels  j  tha;  he  gave  the  Syrup  ia 
fmall  quantities ;  and  thought  the  recovery  doubtful. 
But  though  a  phyGcian  myfelf,  I  muft  own  there  W3S  a 
minute  attention  and  humanity  in  his  condgdf,  whicli  I 
ihould  have  been  glad  to  havefeen  in  the  medical  praftice.

In  a  month,  to  my  great  furprlfe,  the  patient  left  his 
bed.  Whai !  faid  1 — Am  1  to  ftudy  in  Enjjland  under 
the  proprietor  of  a  noltrum  !  wfa  though  liberal  and  well 
informed,  feems  to  l-old  in  contempt  many  of  the  medical 
pra^licps  of  his  country  ? 

An  atcident  had  nearly  defeated  him  in  the  moment  of 
vidtory.  The  patient  was  convivial ;  and  on  getting  out 
of  bed,  he  would  rejoice  with  his  friends.  In  pulling  out 
a  cork  from  a  bottle  of  wine,  one  of  ihe  vefleis  between 
ills  teilicles  burfi^ ;  and  occafioned  an  hemorrhage  which 
continued  three  hours.  I  accompanied  Mr.  Swainfon  to 
his  affiftancc.  By  the  lofs  of  blood,  the  vital  p:)vvcrs  were 
confiderably  mpaiu-d  ;  but  by  a  judicious  ufe  of  the  me- 
dicine and  diet,  the  pat  ent  was  pcrfc£lly  recovereJ.  1  had 
not  feen  in  any  hofpital  a  medical  event  fo  truly  inportant! 

I  fliall  make  my  reflexions  on  a  future  occafi  m,  and  1 
fubfcribe  mvlelt,  Sir,    Your  molt  humble  fervant,

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fauntiice,  or  I£ieru*,  ii  often  complicated  with  ague, 
and  with  ichinus  of  the  liver.— -If  calculi  are  not  formed 
in  the  hepatic  duds,  the  m;  dicine  w  11  cure,  by  its  general 
property  of  diflblving  tenacious  hu  mours,  opening  ob- 
llruftions,  and  promoting  all  fecretions. 

Fainting,  delirium,  melancholy,  mania  or  madnefs,  arc 
the  fitquent  confequences  of  obftrudlions  of  the  menfes  j 
the  fuppvcihon  of  hemorrhoidal  fluxes,  from  tranflations 
of  humours  to  the  head,  perturbatioiis  of  mind,  the  ufe  of 
ftrong  winss,  mercury,  and  other  medicmes,  which  agitate 
the  humours,  and  dep»e!s  the  ftrength.  Thefe  difordera 
have  gone  off  in  hemorrhages,  cutaneous  eruptions,  and 
ulcers,  tor  which  1  nave  been  confulted  j  and  they  have 
enabled  me  to  tr:;ce  the  origin  of  the  general  difeafea 
Thefe  circumftances  do  not  feem  to  be  fufEciently  at- 
tended to,  even  by  the  phyficians,  who  moll  fuccefsfuUy 
apply  themfelves  to  fuch  melancholy  cafes. 

The  gieat  analogy  in  the  operations  of  all  fpecles  of 
uhus  m  the  lymphatic  fyftem,  would  induce  me  to  try  the 
Vegetable  Syrup  in  hydrophobia,  or  the  madnefs  occafiosed 
ty  the  bite  of  a  dog.

CASE  XLIV. 
BLOODY  FLUX  AND  HABITUAL  DIARRHEA. 

n  SUART,  efq;  an  eminent  merchant  in  Lancaf- 
ter,  in  confequence  of  a  fevere  coM,  had  a  bloody-flax  and 
diarrlixa,  which  was  treated  in  the  ufual  manner  by  the 
medical  gentlemen  of  the  place,  but  was  little  affedled  by 
their  remedies.  Alarmed  at  the  probable  confequences, 
he  had  the  beft  advice  in  London  5  but  with  no  better 
cffeft.  He  continued  for  /even  years,  under  the  general 
neceflity  of  feeking  every  half  hour  the  convenience  of  a 
motion.  This  rendered  his  life  miferable,  wafted  his  con- 
fiitution,  and  left  him  no  profpe£t  but  a  lingering  and 
untimely  death.  Abraham  Ravvlbfon,  efqj  member  of 
parliament  for  that  borough,  fufpeiting  that  an  acrimoni- 
ous humour  might  be  a  caufeof  the  diforder,  and  having 
fcen  the  cffeds  of  the  Vegetable  Syrup,  had  the  goodiiefs 
to  accompany  Mr.  SuarS  to  Fritb-fkeet,  to  take  the 
opinion  of  Mr.  Swainfon.

In  Female  Cafes,  hardly  any  occurred  in  Frith-ftreet, 
without  the  Fluor  Alius ;  connnonly  called  the  Whites. 
—They  proceed  from  the  fame  vcffcls  that  yield  the  men- 
Urual  biood,  and  appear  always  in  habits  called  fcorbutic. 
Sterility,  abortion,  and  many  uterine  difeafes,  are  the  coa- 
fequences  of  this  complaint. 

The  Vegetable  Syrup  has  always  fucceeded  j  though, 
for  reafons  eafily  imagined,  the  cafes  cannot  be  publicly 
ftated.  It  evacuates  the  ferous  humours  in  the  firft  paf- 
fages  ;  corredts  the  uidifpofition  of  the  blood ;  and  pro- 
motes the  natural  excretions,  which  are  always  defedlive 
and  irregular  in  this  diforder. 

Aftringents,  external  and  internal,  in  this,  as  in  mcn- 
ftrual  and  otlrer  difchai  ges,  occafion  tumours  in  the  region 
of  the  pubes,  dangerous  and  fometimes  fatal. 

Children  at  the  brealf  have  been  brought  with  aptha?, 
or  fmail  puftules  in  the  fauces,  owing  to  indifpofitions  in 
the  milk  of  the  nurfes,  to  whom  I  give  the  medicine. 

Children  have  likewife  epileplies  and  convulfionsj  not 
from  fcorbutic  irritations,  originating  in  tlicmftlves  j  but 
from  the  paffions  of  their  nurfes;  hom  llie  ufe  (by  the 
nurfes)  of  fplrituous  liquors,  mercury,  or  any  acrid  me- 
•iicines. 

F.  Hiccoughs 
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Hiccoughs  often  aiife  from  obftrufled  pcifplratlon ; 
from  gouty  or  eryfipelatous  humours  repelled  j  from  mcr-. 
cury,  antimony,  lead,  &c. 

Dyfenteries  prevail  greatly  among  my  patients,  particu- 
larly at  the  end  of  hot,  dry,  and  clofe  fummeis ;  when  the 
animal  juices  are  liquified,  and  difpofed  to  putrefaftion. 
The  fuddin  check  to  the  perfpiration  of  thcfe  corruptible 
parts,  from  expofure  to  cold  air  at  night,  or  other  caufes, 
gives  rife  to  this  difeafe.  It  is  prevented  by  taking  in  the 
evening  one  fpoonful  of  the  medicine. — Old ;  fcorbutic, 
who  are  generally  confumptive  perfons,  are  peculiarly  liable 
to  this  diforder.  The  medicine  afts  on  the  fubtle  malig- 
nant humours  in  the  general  mafs ;  and  expels  them  by 
the  cutaneous  ports.  By  thefe  means  the  fever  is  abated  j 
and  the  afHux  to  the  jnteftlnes  prevented.  Clyfters,  of 
the  folaticn  of  gums,  commonly  given,  are-  to  be  avoided, 
for  they  make  ulcers  foul ;  and  by  fupprefllng  the  flux, 
pen  up  the  noxious  htfmours,  and  heighten  the  danger  of 
the  difeafe. 

Scorbutic  patients  are  very  fubjedt  to  inflammations  of 
the  ftcmach,  from  arfenical  poifons,  which  are  admini- 
ftered  to  them  with  impunity  5  virulent  purgativco  or 
emetics ;  mercurial,  antimonlal,  and  other  metallic  medi- 
cines; and  particularly  from  the  repulfion  of  acrid  hu- 
jnours  from  the  furface. 

Hcftics,  flow  fevers,  dfy  coughs,  fwelling  of  the  bdly, 
lofs  of  appetite  and  ftrength,  wandering  heats,  and  fudden 
tranfitionc  in  the  bowels  from  a  loofe  to  a  coftive  Itate; 
~thcfe  are  the  gciieral  fymptoms  of  latent  fcurvy ;  and 
the  patients  denominated  confumptive,  come  to  me  gene- 
rally on  a  milk  diet.— -I  alvi-ays  order  whey,  and  not  milk  j 
or  milk  ptcpared  with  a  little  manna,  or  conferve  of  rofes. 

In  hciiics — there  is  always  a  difpofition  to  inflamma- 
tion, ulcer,  or  fchirrus  of  the  vifcera. — Balfams,  lozenges, 
and  all  unduous  relaxants,  do  great  harm,  where  the  dif- 
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order  proceeds  from  acrimony.  The  fame  perfons  are  ex- 
tremely fubjedt  to  bloody  eruptions,  or  difcharges  ;  in 
infants,  from  the  nofe  5  in  youth,  .from  the  lungs ;  in 
manhood,  fiom  the  hemorrhoidal  vefTels }  and  in  age, 
from  the  urinary  paflages.  The  great  objedt  in  all  tliefe 
cafes,  is  not  to  rcftrain  the  flux,  but  to  correft  the  acri- 
monious humour  which  occafions  it ;  and  which,  if  it  ter- 
minates in  the  corruption  of  any  of  the  vifcera,  is  mortal. 

Tile  attentive  reader  will  obferve,  in  the  whole  of  this 
pamphlet,  that  the  operation  of  Velnos'  Vegetable  Syrup 
is  confined  to  obftru£tions  and  injuries  of  the  lymphatic 
and  glandular  fyftem;  and  that  its  efficacy  is  on  the 
difeafes  which  arife  from  thofe  general  caufes.

the  head,  they  produce  colic,  confumption,  jaundice, 
dropfy,  or  palfy  5 — and  the  efficacy  of  the  Syrup  in  thefe 
difeafes,  is  not  the  boaft  ofempyrical  vanity,  but  a  fadl 
clearly  accountable  on  principles  which  cannot  be  fuc- 
cefsfuliy  difputed.
